These agents are all in their early 
twenties and escaped frean Rumania into Yugoslavia where they spent 
nearly two years* Thqy are village boys* immature* inejqtei’lweod 
and have no knowledge of operational targets or any contaets of 
value within the country* If sent on operations they would doubtXess 
do their best* but would accomplish little* Ihey might be used for 
border crossings where they made quick contaets* reconnaissance* 
picked up documents and then immediately exfiitrated* They are 
interested in joining the G.S, Amy. and were satisfied when told 
that their employment with us in no way jeopardized their enlistment 
under the U,S, Army refugee recruitment program. 

Experience with the above agent material has led us tolslievo that 
even with intensive training they woul<^ not absorb enough to be 
successful.

Infonaation on the pa^ of the agent. Clrcumatanees in Oreece 
preclu^ the possibility of oonduoting balloon training here doe 
to the many seourlty factors involved. We know of no oxletlng 
faeUltlee or plans which could make sea exfiltration possible on 
the Rmanlan coast* Also there is the possibility an agent would 
encounter difficulty in getting this moans of transport oross 
country unless he were dropped blind next to the sea* The writer 
reealls from wartime experience the hazards and difficulties 
encountered by this most difflmilt type of oxfiltration*

and the possibilities of our achieving any degree of success were we
